He stayed on the job until 
the company went out of business. 

Another “constant reader” supplies a story about Mr. 
Benjamin’s arrival in Detroit. Dan Wilson, now of the 
Wilson Foundry Company at Pontiac, a mighty maker of 
engines, was in the engineering department at Aerocar 
when Mr. Benjamin arrived. 

“T’m the new general sales manager,” said Mr. Benja- 
min, briskly. “Where’s my desk?” 

Something or other had made Mr. Wilson misanthropic 
that morning. ‘There’s your desk,” he said. -“Take a good 
lcok at it. You won’t need it very long. None of ’em do.” 

He proved to be a prophet entitled to honor, for the 
Aerocar joined the long, sad roll, in spite of Mr. Benjamin’s 
sales efforts.

Talking in a group about automobiles the other day, one 
attorney in the crowd stated it as his belief that there is 
still unrepealed on the statute books of Michigan a law 
requiring a motorist to stop his car not less than half a mile 
from the limits of any city, communicate with the city’s 
Police Department by telephone and announce his arrival in 
order that proper steps might be taken to warn the citizens 
of the approaching peril. 

Under modern conditions this would mean a pretty free 
use of the telephone and some rather considerable activity on 
the part of the police departments of the state.

ROUBLE resulting from a compulsory insurance law, as 
was suggested in this column several days ago, is 
already an accomplished fact in Massachusetts. The law 
in this state, the first of its kind to find a place on our statute 
books, went into effect January 1, and litigation has already 
begun. 

Under the Massachusetts law, every automobile owner 
in the state, and there are 850,000 of latest record, must 
either file a bond to cover accident liability, or show an 
insurance policy covering the same risk. 

The average small car owner in Massachusetts, it is 
figured, will pay from $16 to $30 as an insurance premium, 
under the law. Results of the litigation will be watched 
closely all ever the country.

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TO CUT OUTPUT. 
~ OF CRUDE RUBBER 


Expert “Sees * British 
Releases Curtailed 
100,000 Tons 


New York, Jan. 29.—Supplies 
of crude rubber released by the 
British will be cut approximately 
100,000 tons in the year ended 
October 31, 1927, with a conse- 
quent tightening of the rubber 
Situation, said Sydney E. Weil of 
H. Hentz & Co. to the Daily Rub- 
ber Trade. His analysis fol- 
lows :— 

“In the last few weeks crude rub- 
ber prices have declined gradually. 
due to the steady addition to Lon 
don stocks, bringing the total there 
at the end of 1926 to almost 50,000 
tons, and, together with a falling 
off in consumption in the United 
States, brought current quotations 
to present levels. Some even 
looked for a decline which would 
bring the London spot price to 
about 15d., below which a further 
cut in exports of 20 per cent. would 
be made by the English. 

“Sources both here and abroad, 
however, are beginning to show op- 
timism on rubber prices, in view of 
British releases being on 70 per 
cent. of their production for the 
February to April quarter and also 
the May to July quarter. By that 
time, if rubber is on a 24d. basis, 
we should then have a 10 per cent. 
increase in the export allowance, 
bringing releases up to 80 per cent. 

“Thus in the twelve months’ re- 
striction period ended October 31, 
1927, shipments from the controlled 
areas will be cut approximately | 
100,000, which will make that 
much less available for the world, 
in. view of the latest amendment 
to the Stevenson restriction plan 
by the English.”

Electric Railways 
Use Motor Buses 


New York, Jan. 20.—More than 
one-third of the electric railways 
in the United 
States are operat- 


ing motor buses. 
Thirty per cent.

ating Whites, 
which total 26 
per cent. of all 
the buses oper- 
ated, according

Walter C. White of White Motor 
Company. Data compiled by the 
American Electric Railway Associ- 
‘tion in a recently issued bulletin 
hows that out of 900 electric rail- 
ways, 339 were operating a total 
of 6,556 buses over 14,899 miles of 
route. 

That White occupies a good po- 
sition in this field is shown by the 
survey, which lists 1,238 White 
buses in the service of more than 
100 electric railways. The table 
omitted sixty-seven Whites oper- 
ated by the Milwaukee Electric 
Railway and Lighting Company, 
whose entire fleet was not segre- 
gated as to bus makes. These raise 
the actual total to 1,305 Whites. | 

One other company is listed as 
having more buses in electric rail- 
way service, but 185 are double-. 
deckers and 387 are gas electrics, 
two types not manufactured by 
White. Deducting these would 
place White nearly 300 in the lead 
as far as BSingle-deck gasoline buses 
are concerned. 

The survey shows an increase of 
eighty-eight companies, about 2,000 
buses and 2,800 miles of route since 
October 1, 1925. In other words, 
measured by the number of buses 
operated, the electric railway in- 
dustry has increased its bus opera- 
tions more than three times over 
in the last two years.

NE question that is very frequently asked by dealer 

readers of The Automotive Daily News is whether 

they ought to join their local automobile club, which is obvi- 
ously an organization of motor car owners. 

We have referred to this before, but as the question 
comes up from time to time, we are going to call attention 
to the proposition again. By all means, every dealer should 
join his local club and take as prominent a part in its work 
as circumstances permit. Every problem that affects the 
individual car owner affects the dealer. Hostile local laws 
retard the sale of cars. They are sales resistance of the most 
direct type. Lack of adequate streets and roads are sales 
resistance. Unduly heavy taxation is sales resistance. 

Obviously, every dealer should make it his business to 
fight sales resistance wherever it can be found. The only 
way to fight inimical conditions that originate outside the 
industry is to bring to bear the united voting strength of 
motor vehicle owners. The local club is the one means of unit- 
ing this voting strength to make it a power in local affairs. 
For that reason, every automotive merchant ought to be a 
member of his local club, contributing to its work not only 
dues, but whatever of brains and energy he may have. 

As soon as the motor vehicle owners of America realize 
that they control a majority of the votes of the country, and 
that all they need is organization to bring this mighty lever | 
to bear on public affairs, then hostile legislation of all kinds 
is going to stop. The automobile club is the only organization 
of motor vehicle vote power that exists today. Its work 
should be supported and broadened in every possible way. 


Some Industry 

URING the four years between 1923 and 1926, inclusive, 
there were produced in this country 15,000,000 pas- 
senger motor cars. Of this number, 1,000,000 were sent 
overseas for the pleasure of foreign buyers. The value of

Completing 
the Core Assembly 


The Harrison removable anchorage 
consists of steel strips, spot-welded to- 
gether and clamped around the tanks and 
core. An ingenious type of wedge elimi- 
nates bolts and rivets. This provides atight 
anchorage and does away with any possi- 
bility of rattling. 

After the anchorage has been attached, 
the core assembly is steamed thoroughly 
to cleanse it and to provide a good surface 
for the paint. Conveyors then carry it to 
the paint dip. 

There each core assembly is choroughly 
immersed in paint to insure complete 
covering of the core surfaces. Next it is 
automatically conveyed through a drying 
oven, emerging ready to be installed in the 
radiator shell.
